1953, de­ 
clares Ted Gouly, special market 
reporter for The Herald, in his 
weekly release from Fort Worth 
The release continues: Orders for 
sheep and lambs from all parts 
of the country were reported dur­ 
ing the day, and trade was active 
after a rather slow start.

"Immunization 
is superior 
to 


all other means of communicable 


disease control because 
immun­ 
ity becomes part of oneself and is 
always there as a defense against 
certain 
diseases.” 
declares 
Dr. 
George W . Cox, state health offi­ 
cer, in a release to The Herald. 


"Immunization is the best and 
most effective means of protection 
against diphther*K^4etanu*, small­ 
pox, whooping cough and typhiod 
fever.” 
According to Dr. Cox the 
ages that are best for immuniza­ 
tion of children are: For diph­ 
theria 
and tetanus, nine to 12 
months: 
Schick test, six months 
later, 
re-immunize 
if 
immunity 
has not been established: 
small­ 
pox. six to 12 months. 
Tetanus or 
lockjaw’ Is not common; however, 
when it does occur it is usually 
fatal. The tetanus germ gets into 
cuts, scratches, abrasions and par­ 
ticularly deep wounds, so that it 
has always 
been an 
important 
problem of public health as well 
as m ilitary medicine. 


Other ways to fight disease are 
through good sanitation measures. 
The provision of safe water sup­ 
plies, the pasteurization of milk, 
the supervision of food and other 
precautions have in many com­ 
munities reduced 
typhoid 
fever 
to a minimum. Isolation and quar­ 
antine have their place and are 
extremely valuable, but none of 
them has the quality of immunity, 
of being a part of oneself, and con­ 
sequently always available.

Hamlin schools are in fine con­ 
dition financially , declared Haskell 
Carter, secretary -treasurer of the 
Hamlin Consolidated Independent 
School District, when he present­ 
ed a sheaf of statistics about the 
schools at the Wednesday noon 
luncheon of Flamlin Rotary Club 
at the oil mill g uest house. 
With a phy sical plant v alued 
conserv ativ ely at $1,244,000, the 
schools hav e a bonded debt of only 
$38 8 ,000, none of which is due, de­ 
clared Carter. 
This bonded debt, 
he pointed out, is only 2.4 per cent 
of the total tax able v aluations in 
the 248 -square mile district that 
has v aluations of more than $16.- 
000,000. 
Tax collections, he said, 
are 9 9 per cent collected to date. 
With a tax rate of $1.25 per 
$100 projierty v aluation in the 
local district, 30 per cent of this 
amount g oes toward retiring the 
schools’ bonds. 
Teachers’ salaries are $200 per 
y ear abov e the $2,460 minimum set 
by the State Department of Edu­ 
cation, Carter said. 
There are 
1,046 scholastics now in the dis­ 
trict, which operates nine school 
buses that trav el about 552 miles 
per day . 
Besides Carter, other g uests at 
the Wednesay noon luncheon were 
Hug h Flardy of Abilene, Georg e 
Beard of Sweetwater and IJ oy d 
Cook of Lubbock. 
Kenneth Kelly , 
Hamlin Hig h 
School senior, was recog nized as 
the J unior Rotarian for the month 
of March.

Research Offers Encouragement for 
Poi soni ng Fi ght Agai nst Cotton Insects 


Althoug h it is sev eral months 
before cotton farmers of the Ham 
lin area will be worry ing much 
about cotton insects, recent an­ 
nouncements of research scien­ 
tists will prov e of interest to 
many Herald readers. 
One of the latest insecticides 
to come from the crucibles of the 
research laboratories is endrin, a 
chemical believ ed to be effectiv e 
ag ainst a larg e number of cotton 
pests. 


This 
new 
formula 
has 
been 
found to be the host insecticide 
thus far tested ag ainst the com­ 
bination of the boll worm and the 
boll weev il, two of cotton’s most 
destructiv e enemies. 
Sev eral oth­ 
er cotton pests are also hit hard 
by endrin, according to entomolo­ 
g ists. 


The pink bollworm is still a 
hold-out, howev er. This toug h little 
destroy er which accounts for a 
big g er percentag e of damag e to 
South 
Tex as 
cotton 
than 
any 
other, is relativ ely unaffected by 
the discov ery . 


A word of caution is offered by 
the schientists. 
Endrin is tox ic 
not only to insects but also to 
man and warm blooded animals. 
Users are warned to follow ex act­ 
ly the recommendations of the 
manufacturers which are printed 
on the label of the insecticide con­ 
tainer. 
F’ndrin is closely related chem­ 
ically to dioldrin, one of the cotton

L e g i s lativ e committees hav e 
been study ing tax p lans to raise 
the money for teacher and state 
emp loy ee salary increases and for 
construction work at state insti­ 
tutions. 
In the House of Rep resentativ es 
the rev enue and tax ation com­ 
mittee, headed by Rep resentativ e 
D. H. Buchanan of Longv iew, held 
a hearing Monday on increasing 
the state tax on beer. 
There were two p rop osals ol 
this nature. 
One, by Rep resenta­ 
tiv e Joe Pool of Dallas would in ­ 
crease the lev y from the p resent 
$1.37 to $10 p er barrel.

p roduce crop s.” 
It was p ointed out that guar is 
a sun-lov ing, heat and drouth- 
resistant legume, which is v ery 
adap ted to the soil of the Califor­ 
nia Creek Soil Conserv ation Dis­ 
trict, 
Guar should he considered, 
first as a soil imp rov ing crop , and, 
secondly , as a money crop . 
Two 
commercial firms are in the m ar­ 
ket for guar seed, and If enough 
acreage is p lanted in this area, a 
buy er will be assigned to the sec­ 
tion.
